Guest Keith Crouch, the new librarian for S.G. 
W.U., stated that the volume of the library is 
slowly being increased, but has a great way to go 
and with the increased enrollment, the need becomes 
greater.

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POLITICIANS AND PEOPLE

One evening last year while discussing the importance of young people taking a part in public affairs to a Hi-Y 
group I was surprised to hear one serious high school senior state that his parents would be shocked if he ever 
decided to enter public life. In pursuing this question with a number of other students following the meeting, I was 
even more astonished to find that this student was not alone in this view and that his remarks undoubtedly 
reflected the opinion of a considerable number of his friends. 


In any comparison between our way of life and those of the totalitarian state, I feel we attach far too little 
importance to the fact that our system is unique because it vests both power and responsibility with duly elected 
representatives. 


Somehow the words democracy and politician appear to be incompatible terms in the minds of many Canadians, 
yet it is impossible for the former to exist without the latter. Nothing is more essential to the preservation of our 
democratic way of life than the trinity which embraces a free parliament, an active and vigilant press, and a just 


but humane judiciary. 


DAVID McK. BROWN — (B.Com. 
1953, B.A. 1955, Sir George Williams 
University), is a native of Montreal, who 
moved to Calgary in 1955 where he became 
Alberta Manager for the firm of Editorial 
Associates Limited, public relations con- 
sultants. Following the Conservative Party’s 
election to power in 1957, he became 
Private Secretary to the Honourable Douglas S. Harkness, Minister 
of Northern Affairs and National Resources, and served in the same 
capacity when Mr. Harkness became Minister of Agriculture a short 
time later. In 1959, he became Executive Assistant to the Minister and 
the following year moved to the Defence Ministry in the same capacity 
when Mr. Harkness assumed the Defence Portfolio. 





Just how revolutionary our concept is, of allowing 
freely elected men and women to decide the fate of 
a democratic society, may be gained from the words 
of former Yugoslav Communist leader, Milovan 
Djilas, in his book ‘‘The New Class’”— 
“Communist parliaments are not in a position to 
make decisions on anything important. Selected in 
advance as they are, flattered that they have been 
thus selected, representatives do not have the power 
or the courage to debate even if they wanted to do so. 
Besides, since their mandate does not depend on the 
voters, representatives do not feel that they are 
answerable to them. Communist parliaments are 
justifiably called ‘mausoleums’ for the representatives 
who compose them.” 

Canadians for the most part, have been well 
served by their elected representatives in Parliament. 
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Many of them have given service to their country at 
a considerable personal sacrifice. In order to do this, 
they are often required to become separated from 
their family and place of business for considerable 
periods of time. 

One of the most frequent complaints recorded by 
visitors to the Parliamentary Galleries in our nation’s 
capital is that when they visited the House of 
Commons, not all the seats were filled. They ignore 
the fact that a number of the members may be 
attending separate committee meetings, answering 
their correspondence, discussing a constituent’s 
problem with him in the privacy of their office, 
researching a speech for delivery later in the House 
or carrying out any of a number of other related 
functions which come within their responsibility. 

Perhaps the British House of Commons has the 
right idea. With a membership in excess of 600 its 
Chamber probably seats comfortably no more than 
one third of the Members, while at the same time it 
has the fortunate quality of appearing well filled 
with but half of that number lining its benches. 

Canadians in general and those in the “university 
set” in particular are frequently guilty of adopting 
an attitude bordering on indifference towards politics 
and politicians. Many fail to appreciate that in 
politics as in most spheres of human activity progress 
and patience must frequently go hand in hand. 
Strangely enough, the “egghead”, when he does 
enter politics, frequently displays a rigidity of 
thought and a failure to appreciate human nature

which greatly inhibit his usefulness. Perhaps this is 
due in no small measure to the fact that our univer- 
sities still teach this subject as a science, political 
science, when in reality it is both an art and a science. 

On June 18, Canadians selected from their 
numbers representatives to our twenty-fifth Par- 
liament. Many of the successful will probably 
reflect upon and endeavour to follow in their parlia- 
mentary careers those standards so eloquently set 
down by ihe British statesman Edmund Burke to 
the electors of Bristol in 1774: 


“Your representative owes you, not his industry 
only but his judgement; and he betrays, instead of 
serving you, if he sacrifices it to your opinion . . . 
Parliament is not a congress of ambassadors from 
different and hostile interests; which interests each 
must maintain ... but Parliament is a deliberating 
assembly of one nation, with one interest, that of 
the whole; where not local purpose, not local preju- 
dices, ought to guide but the general good, resulting 
from the general reason of the whole.”’ 


A display of equally high standards on the part of 
the Canadian public as the masters of our country’s 
destiny should do much to enhance this aspect of our 
national life.
